“Trade and industry are like Siamese 
twins—one cannot live without the other,” 
said Mr. G.N. Barnes, M.P., speaking ot 
Caxton . Hall on Mate 23nd under the 
auspices of the Industrial League and 
Council on “ Some Delusions about Trade 
und Industry." -Mr. H. E. Blain, C.BE., 
assistant manager. of the Undergound 
Electric Railways and vice-president of the 
League, presided. - 

Beginning with the chscrvation that he 
hoped for frank discussion, Mr. Barnes said 
that,,there was a common error in assuming 
that any offeclasa was responsible for having 
srpetuating. the cupitalist 
aystem. Capitalists were pictured as bloated 
beings devoid of human fedling or the 
Bat he had 
found capitalists and proletarians pretty 
much of a .muchness. Improvement. in 
world conditions would never come through 
malice or class conflict. .They were told 
tbat all our industrial, troubles arose From 
the~ inequality of wealth distribution. 
Some of their friends. told them that if 
higher wages were had the workman would 
be uble to buy and everybody would be 
employed: But the problem was not quite 
as easy as that. The critics of the present 
system. forgot thit the British workman 
did not eat engines and ships -and 
machine tools. He sold.them to other 
countries, which paid’ for them in food 
and other materials. Our trouble generally 
arose because people abroud had not 
enough to pay for our manufactures. 
What, “then, eould happen if wages were 
forther increused ? But wus there vo way 
of cheapening goods than by squeezing: 
labour’? ‘There were overhead charges to be
